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UNIONS ACCEPT 
GOVERNORS’ PLAN 
FOR SETTLING 
MQ. PAC. STRIKE 


Proposal Calls for Nego- 
fiations on Claims and 
Sets Forth Method of 
Adjusting Undecided 
Cases. 


Union officers accepted a pro- 
posal for settlement of the pro- 
longed Missouri Pacific Railroad 
Company 
officers were studying the pro- 
posal, miade by Governors and 
other representatives of nine 
states. after a two-day series of 
conferences. 

. Roy L. Davidson, spokesman for 
the four unions conducting the 
strike of operating employes, said: 
“We accept the proposal by the 
Governors without reservations. 
We are ready to open negotiations 
tomorrow if the carrier (the rail- 
road) is willing.” 

The proposal was that both 
parties to the dispute enter into 
negofiations immediately on the 
282 claims that caused the strike 
Sept. 9. It was also recommended 
that after negotiating on the 
claims, both parties agree on a 
method of disposition of any re- 
maining cases that could not be 
agreed upon. When such a 
method of disposition of the re- 
maining case is decided on, the 
strike would be terminated imme- 
diately, the Governors recom- 
mended. 

Statement by Gov. Smith. 

Gov. Forrest Smith of Missouri, 
who called the conference of Gov- 
ernors of 10 states served by the 
railroad, issued the following 
statement at 1:30 p.m. today, after 
the proposal for settlement had 
been given to company and union 
representatives: 

“The Governors and their repre- 
sentatives from nine states in 
Which the Missouri Pacific rail- 
road operates have been in con- 
tinuous conference for a period of 
two days for the purpose of ef- 
fecting a settlement of the Mis- 
souri Pacific strike. 

“During that time the manage- 
ment of the railroad and repre- 
sentatives of the brotherhoods 
have been heard and the issues 
thoroughly explored and exam- 
ined.” 

Text of Recommendations. 

“After due deliberation,” Gov. 
Smith continued, “we make the 
following recommendations: 

“1, We recommend and strongly 
urge, and public interest demands, 
that both parties enter immedi- 
ately into negotiations in good 
faith in an effort to settle the 
issues involved to the end that the 
strike may be speedily terminated. 

“2. We further recommend that 
at the conclusion of such negotia- 
tion the parties agree on the 
method of disposition of any cases 
on which no agreement has been 
reached by negotiation. When 
such method of disposition, wheth- 
er by arbitration, mediation, sub- 
mission to the Railway Adjust- 
ment Board or any other method 
is agreed upon, the strike shall be 
immediately terminated.” 

Commenting on the proposal 
after it had been handed out, Gov. 
Smith said: “We tried to act as 
peacemakers. This is our recom- 
mendation but we cannot compel 
either side to accept it. We've done 
as much as we can do. The group 
(of governors and other state rep- 
resentatives) will break up if the 
proposal is rejected by either side. 

“We might make another try at 
effecting a settlement in about 
two weeks if the strike drags on.

Modest and 
self-effacing, ever kind and cour- 
teous to all with whom he came 
in contact, he was loved for his 
personal worth not less than he 
was admired for his superior tal- 
ent. 

“In his passing in the noontide 
of his day, I have lost a faithful 
and devoted friend. Mrs. Truman 
and I are thinking of you and the 
children in this hour of sorrow, 
and send you with our heart-felt 
sympathy a prayer that the God of 
all comfort will sustain you in a 
loss so overwhelming.

EAST REICH STATE 
PROCLAIMED AS 
RED RIVAL 10 NEW 
‘REPUBLIC IN WEST 


Russian Satellite Set Up 
Without Formal] Elec- 
tions—Manifesto Calls 
for Fight Against Bonn 


Government.

BERLIN, Oct. 7 (AP)—The east 
German republic—Russia’s newest 
satellite — was proclaimed today 
under the leadership of German 
Communists. 

The German Peoples’ Council, 
heretofore a pro-Soviet public for- 
um without any legal powers, 
voted unanimously to become im- 
mediately the lower house of the 
“German democratic republic.” 

The Germans now have two sep- 
arate governments — the one for 
the eastern part of the country 
established today and the recently 
formed west German government 
which has authority in the Amer- 
ican, British and French occupa- 
tion zones. 

Propaganda Build-Up. 

A president, premier and full 
cabinet for the east German re- 
public will be named next week. 
The new Red government was 


built up without the formality of | ¥ 


elections in a week of intensive 
Soviet-fostered propaganda. 

Preceding the proclamation of 
the new government the peoples’ 
council 
manifesto to all Germans which 
the Communist central committee 
had drawn up. The manifesto 
calls for a fight against the west 
German republic by a‘ “national 
front,” including elements with a 
Nazi past who promised to be 
democrats in the future. 

Both the eastern and western 
governments hope ultimately to be 
the government for all Germany. 

Informed Berliners said the 
Russians already have promised 
the eastern state full membership 
in the Cominform (Communist In- 
formation Bureatt), Soviet-domi- 
nated political bloc. They said the 
alignment with other eastern 
European governments will be 
economic as well as political. 

Formation of Chamber. 

Wilhelm Pieck, Moscow-trained 
German Communist leader, an- 
nounced the new state to hundreds 
of delegates in the German 
People’s Council building, former- 
ly Hermann Goering’s air force 
headquarters in the Soviet sector 
of Berlin. 

Formation of the People’s Cham- 
ber of the east republic followed 
seen approving speeches by Com- 
munist sympathizers in the coun- 
cil. No one spoke against the 
resolution. 

Pieck asked the Soviet Union 
“to return full sovereignty” to the 
Germans. He said the new repub- 
lic’s first election will be held Oct. 
15, 1950. Until then, he added, the 
administration will be known as 
the “provisional all-German gov- 
ernment.” 

Pieck is expected to be President 
of the interim government, with 
Otto Grotewohl slated to be Chan- 
cellor, or Premier. Gearhart Eis- 
ler, fugitive from the United 
States Department of Justice, is 
expected to become information 
minister. 

The manifesto approved at the 
session was presented as a plat- 
form of principles for the new gov- 
ernment. Most of the points were 
aimed squarely at western policy, 
demanding, for instance, the im- 
mediate liquidation of Trizonia 
(the western zones) annulment of

RECORD LOW DEATH 
RATE IN COAL MINES 
THUS FAR THIS YEAR 


Decrease of 251 Lives Lost 
to Date in 1949, Of- 
ficial Reports. 


NEW YORK, Oct. 7 (AP)— 
American coal mines are well on 
the way toward establishing a 
new record for safety this year, 
the National Coal Association was 
told yesterday. 

Statistics for the first eight 
months show the fatality rate in 
bituminous mines as 1.11 for each 
million tons of coal mined, L. C. 
Campbell of Pittsburgh said. 

“Compare this to 1.56 for the 
first eight months of 1948; to date 
there is = decrease of 251 lives 
lost compared with last year, and 
a goal of 370 fewer deaths may be 
reached for the year,” he said. 

Campbell, vice president of the 
coal division of Eastern Gas and 
Fuel Associates, addressed the 
coal convention here. He is head 
of the N.C.A. safety committee. 

Last year 870 miners lost their 
lives in bituminous coal mines. 
The associaton’s report said this 
equaled 1.46 fatalities per million 
tons—the best safety year on rec- 
ord. Injuries causing absence the 
day after an accident occurred 
totaled 41,715, and this rate also is 
down markedly so far in 1949, 
Campbell said. 


CHURCHILL’S HORSE 
WON’T BEAR LEFT,

LONDON, Oct. 7 (AP)—Winston 
Churchill’s little gray race horse 
was plunged hock-deep into Brit- 
ish politics today.

TAMPA, Fia., Oct. 7 (AP)—A 
quick-thinking mother saved her 
20-months-old son from the jaws 
of a city bear yesterday. 

Mrs. Joseph Longo jabbed her 
sharp fingernails in the 300-pound 
animal’s nostrils until it let go. 
The boy, John, got off with a gash 
in the buttocks which a physician 
pronounced “pretty severe” but 
not dangerous. 

John, watching the squirrels 
and pigeons, had backed against 
the gate to the bear’s cage. There 
is a little gap between the gate 
and the next section of the cage

Mrs. Longo, only a few feet 
away, heard screams.

Radford then answered “yes,” 
to a question as to whether a “gap 
or wall” separates Navy officers 
from the Secretary of Defense.

Its range is more 
than 10,000 miles. It is a pro- 
peller-driven ship but has _ jet 
“pods” which permit temporary 
bursts of speed excetding 400 
miles an hour. 

Both the B-36 and the B-47 are 
Air Force planes. 

Open Session Held. 

Adm. Radford, one uf the Navy’s 
foremost airmen, appeared at an 
open session of the House Armed 
Services Committee, which is giv- 
ing naval officers an opportunity 
for the first time to air at the Cap- 
itol their differences with other 
armed services over high military 
policy under the unification Jaw.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 7 (AP) — 
A head-on dispute 
over the size of America’s 
Force stalled a huge military 
money bill in its tracks today. 

A Senate - House conference 
broke up late yesterday in stub- 
born disagreement. House mem- 
bers insisted on a 58-group Air 
Force. The Senators stood pat for 
the 48 groups which President 
Truman and his military chiefs 
had recommended. 

Coupled with this difference 
was a secondary dispute over a 
$275,000,000 program voted by the 
House for stockpiling strategic 
and critical wartime materials. 

Senator Elmer Thomas (Dem.), 
Oklahoma, leader of the Senate 
conferees, said the Senate could 
not agree to these programs, 
which would run the military 
costs above the total asked for 
by Truman. 

Bill Was Due July 1. 
_ The bill, calling for expendi- 
ture of more than 15 Dillion dol- 
Jars, was supposed to have been 
approved by July 1. 

The House proposal to boost Air 

Force sp@nding and contract au- 
thority would cost about $800,000,- 
000 above the total requested by 
the President. 
'The House voted this increase 
fin a move to build the Air Force 
toward a 70-group level which 
gome members of Congress feel is 
needed for a strong defense. 

“We offered compromise fig- 

ures,” Thomas said, “but the 
House members wouldn’t accept 
them. They said there were too 
many veterans in the House who 
would not approve the compro- 
mise.” 
. The President's military budget 
called for $15 325,506,700 to be 
spent by June 30, 1950. The House 
boosted this total to $15,909,116,800, 
with the Air Force getting the in- 
creases and the other services tak- 
ing a cut. The Senate stuck clos- 
er to the budget and voted to cut 
out the House increase for the 
Air Force. 

The budget called for $4,033,887,- 
000 in cash for the Air Force plus 
$1,432,000,000 in contract authority. 
The House voted $4,222,054,000 in 
cash and $1,992,775,000 contract au- 
thority. The Senate approved 
$4,000,887,000 and $1,425,000,000.

Perfect View of Eclipse Here; 
Few Cities in U.S. So Favored

A total eclipse of the moon pro- 
vided an extra spectacle last night 
for the St. Louisans who turned 
out to watch the parade of the 
Velled Prophet. 

The harvest moon, glowing like 


at 7:05 o’clock. The earth, on a 
line between the moon and the 
sun, cast its shadow first on the 
left rim of the moon. 

Like a rat nibbling into a big, 
round cheese, the earth’s shadow 
bit deeper and deeper into the 
lunar orb until the eclipse reached 
totality at 8:20. Even then, how- 
ever, part of the moon’s lower 
rim could be seen shining, some 
of the sun’s rays being refracted 
or bent by the earth’s atmosphere 
sufficiently to outline a section 
of the disk. 

The period of totality ended at 
9:33, and the eclipse was officially 
over at 10:48, when the last bit 
of shadow left the moon.

In planning to wage a war, if 
we are forced to fight, we must 
look to the peace to follow. We 
must know what kind of a 
peace we wish to have and 
what price we are willing to pay 
to achieve it. . . A war of a 
nihilation might possibly bring 
a Pyrrhic military victory, but 
it would be politically and eco- 
nomically senseless.

SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 7 (AP) 
—“Tokyo Rose,” who “couldn't be- 
lieve they would send me to jail,” 
was sentenced late yesterday to 
serve 10 years in prison and pay 
a $10,000 fine as a traitor for her 
wartime broadcasts on the Tokyo 
radio to American troops in the 
Pacific. 

The diminutive American-born 
Mrs. Iva Toguri d’Aquino stood 
in silence as United States District 
Judge Michael J. Roche pro- 
nounced sentence. A little while 
before she had said: 

“T couldn’t believe they would 
send me to jail. My conscience is 
clear. 

“I did everything I could for 
the Americans. I spend more than 
half my salary taking food and 
tobacco to the prisoners of war 
at Bunka camp.” 

Appears Stunned. 

The sentence appeared to stun 
the 33-year-old woman who stood 
with downcast eyes, body tense 
and hands clasped behind her. She 
had been standing for almost a 
half hour while Defense Attorney 
Wayne Collins pleaded for the 
minimum sentence—five years’ 
imprisonment and the $10,000 fine. 
The maximum penalty—death— 
was not sought by the prosecu- 
tion. 

Collins said he would appeal 
and ask for bail for his client 
next week. If he fails, she will 
go to a federal prison, probably 
the Federal Reformatory for 
Women in Alderson, W. Va., where

Mrs. D’Aquino was convicted of 
treason Sept. 29 after a trial last- 
ing three months. Specifically 
she was convicted of one overt 
act charging she had broadcast, to 
American troops after the Battle 
of Leyte: 


“You really are orphans now 
that you have lost all your ships. 
How are you going to get home?” 

The jury acquitted her of seven 
other counts of treason. 


At her trial, she denied flatly 
she ever made such a broadcast as 
the one about the Leyte battle. 
Her defense generally was that 
some seven other women filled in 
for her at the microphone when 
she was absent. She said she 
tried to lift American troop mor- 
ale—not destroy it. 

Collins made a persuasive re- 
view of all the defense conten- 
tions to the court yesterday. He 
ended on the note that she already 
had spent two years in prison, had 
lost her baby in Japan where she 
went to visit a sick aunt, had re- 
fused to yield American citizenship 
under Japanese pressure, and 
claimed she had helped Ameri- 
can prisoners of war.

Austin K. Doyle, head 
of the naval air training program, 
described him as “one of the great- 
est naval aviators of all time.” 

Carries “Mean Wallop.” 


His 1923 class Yearbook at the 
Naval Academy at Annapolis de- 
scribed him as “carrying a mean 


wallop” in his fist. He was on | 


the varsity boxing squad and 
played football. He was intro- 
duced as “a typical Southern gen- 
tleman, fond of dogs, little chi!- 
dren and pretty women.” 

The young ensign was keenly 
interested in aviation, but first 
the Navy required he spend two 


years on sea duty. This done, he | 


went to the naval air station at 
Pensacola, Fla. 

From the time he finished his 
training in 1926 until the outbreak 
of the war he had a variety of 
aviation assignments that gave 
him extensive training. 

When war came he was on duty 
in Washington. In June 1942, he 
was assigned to the carrier Enter- 
prise. 

While Crommelin served with 
the “Big E” it participated in the 
occupation of Guadalcanal and in 
the battles of the Stewart Islands, 
the Solomon Islands and the Ren- 
nel Islands.

A couple of more assignments 
and then, last April, he was at- 
tached to the Joint Chiefs of Staff, 
this country’s military high com- 
mand. Then he publicly charged 
that the Navy’s offensive is “being 
nibbled to death” and its morale 
destroyed. He said he realized he 
likely was tossing away his Navy 
career, but did in the hope that 
Congress would investigate. 

He and Mrs, Crommelin, the for- 
mer Lillian E. Landis of San 
Diego, Calif., havé three children 
The family calls Wetumpka, Ala., 
home. 

He is one of five brothers, all 
graduates of the Naval Academy.

But Surpluses Predominate — Some Facto-

NEW YORK, Oct. 7 (AP)—That 
word scarcity is back in asatyle. 
Some products—like refrigerators 
—are being allocated again to cus- 
tomers. Others—like coffee—are 
going up in price because demand 
exceeds the supply of some va- 
rieties of the bean. 

Some industries—like hardware 
—say theyre back in a sellers’ 
market.

Trial of Bayless is being held 
before an all-man jury in Circuit 
Judge David J. Murphy’s court. 
One of the state’s chief witnesses 
testified yesterday that Bayless 
was the man who emerged from 
bushes in Tower Grove Park and 


night Mrs. Crossley was killed. 
Mrs. Everett Kelly, 4126 Arsenal 
street, said she and her husband 
were sitting on the front porch 
when they saw the man about 
11:30 or 12 o’clock. 
Came Out of Bushes. 

“He came out of the park at a 
place which is not a regular path,” 
Mrs. Kelly said. “There are bushes 
there and I never saw anyone 
come out of that place before. 

“I saw the man’s face clearly. 
Lights from two street standards 
shone on his face as he paused 
in the middle of the street while 
crossing over to our side. He 
reached the sidewalk at the end 
of our lot, stepped under a lamp 
and then looked up, as though he 
were trying to find a house num- 


ber. Then he continued on west.” 
“Is this the person you saw?”

22-year-old stock clerk. 

“In my mind, I would say def- 
initely that is the man who came | 
out of the park,” the witness 
replied.

The United States yesterday de- 
nounced Russian conduct in east- 
ern Germany in two of the sharp- 
est statements ever aimed at the 
Soviets by the West. 


First the State Department sent 
Moscow an angry note, protesting 
against the “shocking mistreat- 
ment” by the Russians of Ameri- 
cans who wandered into eastern 
Germany by accident. 

Then Under Secretary of State 
James Webb issued a strongly- 
worded statement charging that 
Russia, having already reduced

William C. Dixon, West Coast 
head of the. anti-trust division, 
provided first details of the Gov- 
ernment’s aims. 

He told reporters in Los Angeles 
that the department is looking 
into the Los Angeles County Medi- 
€al Association’s relationships 
with hospitals, 

He said the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation also is inquiring into 
charges of discrimination against 
doctors who participate in medical 
service groups, and is interested 
in claims that non-members of the 
association have been barred from 
hospitals and hospital services 
through the American Medical As- 
sociation’s system of accrediting 
hospitals. 

“In some instances, we are in- 
formed the Medical Association 
has refused to place hospitals on 
the American Medical Association 
approved list unless all doctors 
on the staff belong to the associa- 
tion,” he said. “In other instances 
American Medical Association 
members who are directors of hos- 
pitals have ruled that only Ameri- 
can Medical Association doctors 
can use the hospitals’ facilities. 

“We are also inquiring into the 
effect of this system upon alloca- 
tion of public funds to hospitals, 
to determine whether or not they 
have been denied grants by fed- 
eral and other agencies.” 


A.M.A.’s Charges. 


The A.M.A. is a bitter foe of the 
Administration’s proposed  na- 
tional health plan, which it claims 
amounts to “socialized medicine.” 

A statement issued at Chicago 
yesterday by the A.M.A, board of 
Arustees charged that: 

1. In the last 30 days, 16 state 
and county medical societies and 
other medical groups have been 
targets of investigations by the 
anti-trust division. 

2. The board of trustees room 
in Chicago was broken into 
early last Feb. 10 in a search for 
information. 

3. Many “other groups” have 
been hit by “politically moti- 
vated attacks” by the anti-trust 
division. 

The A.M.A. made it clear that 
it did not believe the attacks were 
a “coincidence” and that they were 
part of a campaign by the Admin- 
istration “to stifle opposition to its 
proposed system of Government- 
controlled medical care.” 

The statement was issued by Dr. 
George F. Lull, secretary and gen- 
eral manager of the A.M.A., acting 
for the trustees. While he talked 
to reporters, six FBI agents work- 
ing for the anti-trust division were 
examining A.M.A. records on the 
floor below.

Diabetes cannot be cured but it 
can be controlled through proper 
diet and use of insulin, Dr. Cecil 
Striker of Cincinnati, a founder 
of the American Diabetes Associ- 
ation, said last night. Dr. Striker 
spoke in the auditorium of the 
St. Louis Medical Society, 3839 Lin- 
dell boulevard, at a meeting open- 
ing the Diabetic Detection Drive 


in St. Louis this year. 

There is no short cut to health 
| for diabetics, Dr. Striker said, but 
with proper treatment, the victim 
m= has a long life ahead of him. 

Dr. Striker said there are 12,000 
to 15,000 undiscovered diabetes 
cases in St. Louis metropolitan 
area—an estimate which he bases 
upon the results of last year’s 
drive. 

Dr. J. Earl Smith, health com- 
| missioner of St. Louis, emphasized 
the value of treating diabetics 
‘with insulin by citing statistics 
showing that none of the 251 per- 
sons who died in St. Louis last 
year of diabetes was under 15 
years old. He said this was be- 
cause children in recent years 
have been getting insulin treat- 
ments in the early stages of the 
disease. 

The Diabetic Detection Drive 
will be conducted next week by 
members of the Retail Druggists’ 
Association, whose stores will dis- 
play signs indicating that urine 
specimens brought to the stores 
will be tested there for sugar. The 
results of the free tests will be 
forwarded to the St. Louis Clin- 
ical Diabetes Society.

developed by the American Federation of Labor in its battle 
with Communism abroad. It is a trade union center in exile, 


established at the Paris headquarters of Irving J. Brown, European 
representative of the AFL, to offer a haven for European labor 
leaders forced into exile by Communist forces. 


Brown, who is attending the 
AFL’s annual convention here, 
said the purpose of the center was 
to bard Soviet satellite re- 
gimes from within and without 
with accurate accounts of the 
world labor situation in areas 
where free speech no longer ex- 
ists and censorship has cut off 
communications. 


Through the center, which was 
initiated last October, under- 
ground liaison is maintained with 
the remnants of free trade unions 
in their native lands. Efforts are 
made also to maintain a spirit of 
resistance among thousands of 
refugees who have fled westward 
to escape persecution. 

Underground Operations. 

To carry on its secret mission, 
the center developed a skeleton 
underground organization similar 
to that devised by the anti-Nazis 
in Germany under Hitler. These 
underground efforts, however, 
have been thwarted in many in- 
stances. Brown said _ couriers 
have been captured and executed 
and strikers have received long 
jail sentences. 


Current emphasis is on the dis- 
tribution of propaganda. The 
center has used the Voice of 
America and the British Broad- 
casting Corporation to penetrate 
the Iron Curtain with its mes- 
sages. Plans are being developed 
for opening of a standard radio 
station on the Czechoslovakian 
border. Financed largely by 
American labor unions and em- 
ploying exiled technicians, the sta- 
tion will try to send its uncen- 
sored broadcasts into the average 
home. 

The center was established when 
trade union leaders in Soviet- 
dominated countries found that a 
policy of “limited co-operation” 
with the Communists would not 
work. Communists infiltrated or 
forced their way into leadership 
of moderate Socialist parties, 
which controlled the trade union 
movement and absorbed them into 
the Soviet regime. 

Red Theory of Unionism. 

In many cases, Brown said, un- 
fon leaders learned that the Com- 
munists would not permit trade 
unions as much freedom as they 
had attained under conservative 
prewar administrations. The Com- 
munist leaders, he said, made it 
clear that their concept of the 
function of a union was to regu- 
late the workers, not to protect 
them. Gradually, union leaders 
fled their native lands and made 
their way to Paris. 

The center there was set up with 
the co-operation of exiles from 
Hungary, Poland, Romania, Bul- 

aria and Yugoslavia. Some of 
them had béen imprisoned under 
three regimes—prewar, Nazis and 
now the Soviet. 

One of the leaders in the center 
is Eftimie Gherman, former Presi- 
dent of the Romanian trade un- 
ions Gherman was jailed 25 
times by the Romanian “Iron 


Guard” before the war. The Nazis 
subsequently put him in a concen- 
tration camp. With the advent 
of the Communists, he found no 
freedom, so he escaped to Paris. 

Others to whom the center has 
offered a haven and a headquar- 
ters for continuance of the fight 
for democracy have had similar 
experiences. j 

Charles Peyer’s Testimony. 

One of them, Charles Peyer, for- 
mer General Secretary of the 
Hungarian all-trade union con- 
gress, now a man without a coun- 
try, is a guest at this AFL conven- 
tion. He told the delegates of his 
intention to keep up the fight for 
freedom. Elected to Parliament 
as a Social Democrat, Peyer was 
smuggled to safety after he 
learned that the Communists, who 
subsequently sentenced him in ab- 
sentia to eight years in prison 
as an “agent of American imperi- 
alism,” were about to arrest him. 
A Moscow-appointed Communist 
had previously seized his post as 
general secretary of the union 
congress. During the war, the 
Nazis put him in Malthausen con- 
centration camp. He was liberat- 
ed by United States troops. 


Peyer, a former mechanic, “and 
I know what it is to work with 
my hands. I became the chairman 
of a big labor movement in my 
country. I was a cabinet minister 
three times. I have no prejudices 
against those who also rose from 
the bottom. 

“But it is quite easy to be a 
Communist in New York, Paris, or 
Rome, demanding dictatorship 
abroad and abusing the rights of 
liberty under democracy—rights 
which are unknown to Commu- 
nism. 

Can’t Bargain With Reds. 

“Let these individuals go to 
Budapest, Bucharest or Prague 
where they will see and feel what 
Communism really means. 

“Those who think that their 

countries cannot be invaded are 
all wrong. We also thought that 
we could resist. There were peo- 
ple who thought that they could 
strike a bargain with this sys- 
tem. The results show that they 
were mistaken. 
“We Hungarian workers forced 
into emigration are grateful to the 
American trade unions for the 
help they are giving us which has 
enabled us to fight for the aims 
of our country. We will never 
forget the sacrifices of the Ameri- 
can people to liberate the sup- 
pressed peoples of my country 
and the world.” 

Brown, who plans to return to 
Paris with Peyer, said that the 
trade union center in exile repre- 
sented a symbol to those left be- 
hind, since, “while it exists, they 
know that they will have a home 
to which they can flee if they do 
fight back.” 

“In the world of labor there 
can be no let-up in the ‘cold war,’” 
Brown added, “because there is 
permanent ‘cold war’ on the part 
of world Communism to capture, 
control, and dominate the inter- 


national labor movement.”

APANESE militarism died for 
good when America, with a 
backward sweep of her hand, 
knocked out a Japan at the height 
of her power. 

Gen. Douglas MacArthur states 
this as a fact. He adds: “Remem- 
ber this is the only country which 
has actually been the victim of an 
atomic bomb.” 


He is equally sure that 
mocracy is firmly rooted here. 

Elaborating his view, the gen- 
eral describes the Japanese as an 
intensely practical people, studi- 
ously imitative but wanting to imi- 
tate only that which is successful. 
They learned so terribly the lesson 
that war is not for their over- 
crowded, resourceless island that 
they will not again try it, he in- 
sisted. 


Cites Constitution. 


Gen. MacArthur cited the Japa- 
nese constitution which, uniquely 
among constitutions, renounces 
war as an instrument of national 
policy. This was their idea, he 
said. Occupation authorities de- 
scribe the constitution not as dic- 
tated but hammered out in con- 
ference between the Japanese and 
occupation experts and conform- 
ing as much as possible to Japa- 
nese ideas. 

Chapter II, Article 9, reads: 
Aspiring sincerely to an_inter- 
national peace based on justice 
and order, the Japanese people 
forever renounce war as a sover- 
eign right of the nation and the 
threat or use of force as means of 
settling international disputes. In 
order to accomplish the aim of 
the preceding paragravh, land, 
sea and air forces. as well as other 
war potential, will never be m7in- 
tained.

In the first place, Capt. John G.

In wartime, the naval aviators 
met only the inferior Japanese Air 
Force, and from this experience 
conceived an exceedingly dubious 
theory of the potentialities of 
naval aviation in land warfare. 
Postwar, the naval aviators for a 
time dominated naval policy. To 
put it bluntly, their plans for ex- 
tensive encroachment on the func- 
tions of the land-based Air Force 
offered the best chance of build- 
ing the vast naval establishment 
that all Admirals, battleship or 
other, instinctively desire. Thus 
all Admirals supported the avia- 
tors. 

Primary Mission of Navy. 


This situation was, in _ itself, 
gravely disquieting. After all, the 
primary mission of the Navy is, 
and must always be, maintaining 
control of the seas. From the end 
of the war onward, our control of 
the seas has been directly threat- 
ened by the German high-speed, 
radar-proof suhmarine, which the 
Soviet Union is building in quan- 
tity. Yet our Navy long gave 
naval aviation high priority over 
anti-submarine warfare. While 
funds were lavished on_ such 
projects as the giant carrier, the 
Joint Research and Development 
Board had to protest vigorously 
against the inadequacy of the 
anti-submarine research effort. 


Even now, this fundamental sub-

The passage of the service uni-

Targets of Dispute. 


The fury of the naval aviators 
has been directed, not only against 
the President and Secretary of 
Defense Louis Johnson, but also 
against Adm. Denfeld and the 
other sea officers like him. The 
thought seems to be that Adm, 
Denfeld has been criminally weak 
to accept the fact that the Navy 
cannot make its policies and de- 
velop its strength in total inde 
pendence, and even in defiance, of 
both the Joint Chiefs of Staff and 
the United States Government. 
And the motive of the recent out- 
bursts has been as much to em- 
barrass Adm. Denfeld as to build 
a fire under Secretary Johnson. 


This is speaking out in meeting, 
and such inconvenient truths may 
of course be denied. But they are 
true none the less. It is true also 
that the Navy’s present share of 
the total defense investment repre- 
sents rather generous concessions 
to the Navy’s touchy sensibilities 
by the other chiefs of staff and 
by Gen. Eisenhower.

REPORTED TARGET 
OF CZECH ARRESTS 


PRAGUE, Oct. 7 (UP)—In- 
formed sources said today that 
small independent shopkeepers, 
the last remnants of private enter- 
prise in Czechoslovakia, seemed to 
be the main target in a wave of 
arrests that began here Sunday. 

Any accurate check on the num- 
ber under arrest was impossible 
Estimates ranged from 2500 to 
15,000. More than 100 new arrests 
were reported made in _ three 
streets running into Charles 
Square, one of the good residential 
districts in the city. 

Several sources said the cam- 
paign apparently was aimed at 
“people who still have some- 
thing.” — 

The Office of the National As- 
sembly disclosed that a new 
church control law will become ef- 
fective Nov. 1. .Two bills for that 
purpose have been handed to 
members of the National Assem- 
bly, the Government announced, 
and will start through the com- 
mittee stage of ratification on 
Monday.

PROFITS OF ALCOA 
FOR SIX WAR YEARS 


TOTAL $199,447,000 


NEW YORK, Oct. 7 (AP)—The 
Aluminum Co. of America netted 
profits of $199,447,000 during the 
war years 1940 through 1945. 

The figures were put on the 
record yesterday by Alcoa’s senior 
vice president, Irving W. Wilson, 
at a monopoly hearing before 
United States District Judge John 
C. Knox. ' 

Of the wartime profit, Wilson 
testified, $6,000,000 came from 
Alcoa’s operation of Government 
plants. 

Highest profit during the pe- 
riod was $44,000,000 in 1940. The 
1945 figure was $7,000,000. 

Wilson said the fixed capital 
assets of the firm as of last De- 
cember totaled $271,281,784. He 
obtained this figure by substract- 
ing depreciation of $366,605,876 
from the initial $637,000,000 value 
of Alcoa’s properties. 

The Government, which pros- 
ecuted Alcoa on a monopoly 
charge before the war, now seeks 
to force the firm to break up its 
holdings. Alcoa is asking to be 
taken out of the monopoly classifi- 
cation.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 7. 
D R. EDWIN NOURSE, head of 
the President’s Council of Eco- 
nomic Advisers, has become so 
optimistic about the economic 
outlook that he is predicting 1950 
will be a boom year. He voiced 
this .view in a private talk to a 
gathering of Washington physi- 
cians. 
The only threatening factor, in 
Nourse’s opinion, is a protracted 
steel strike. He did not comment 
on that possibility. He did talk 
about the coal strike, and mini- 
mized it as a disruptive influence. 
Nourse stressed that not only is 
President Truman -unworried 
about a prolonged coal strike but 
is prepared to take forceful action 
to avert it. 
“The President, having been 
elected by the people of the coun- 
try, is very reluctant to have his 
powers superseded by John L. 
Lewis, or anyone else,” Nourse 
said. “The President is prepared 
to demonstrate to Mr. Lewis who 
is running the country. The Pres- 
ident has dealt with the head of 
the United Mine Workers before 
and knows how to handle that 
situation. 
“The President is not interven- 
ing in the steel problem, for the 
present. He still has hopes that 
it will be cleared up quickly.”

“National security is vital, of 
course,” he said, “and a strong 
defense is essential in the kind of 
international situation that pre- 
vails.

A Right for the Charter 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

The Citizens Committee for Civil 
Service and the League of Women Vot- 
ers of St. Louis are currently co- 
sponsoring a plan for the revision of the 
civil service article of our city’s char- 
ter. This proposal was recently given a 
public hearing by the Board of Free- 
holders. 

Though the proposal would seem to be 
basically sound, it is deficient in at least 
one important respect: It fails to pro- 
vide an amendment which would guar- 

-antee all civil personnel the right to 
sign and circulate initiative and refer- 
endum petitions. 

The right of any citizen, or group of 
citizens, to seek a sufficient number of 
signatures to place a proposition on the 
ballot is clearly recognized in the basic 

Jaw of Missouri. The right of citizens 
to circulate petitions calling for elec- 
toral rejection of laws enacted by the 
State Legislature is similarly recognized, 
and is a cherished safeguard against 
the abuse of delegated authority. 

The welfare of one group of civil 
servants has already been compromised 
by the operation of the charter ban 
against initiative petitioning. Last year 
city firemen were barred from circulat- 
ing a petition for an initiative ordinance 
to shorten their work week. 

Whether or not the firemen’s plan 
was financially practicable is quite be- 
side the point. The crucial issue is 
whether or not the fire fighters were 
denied the exercise of a civil right—a« 
right which one had presumed they 
were assured by the State Constitution.

Too Much to Demand

The Navy is not gaining anything but unde- 
sirable attention from the Crommelin affair. 
Like the earlier affair of Cedric Worth, Crom- 
melin’s arrest and suspension emphasize the bit- 
ter extremes of service rivalry in spite of the 
unification law. 

It may be, as Vice Admiral Bogan says, that 
the Navy is animated solely by “a genuine fear 
for the security of ovr country” if unification 
policies are not changed. But it looks more like 
a genuine fear for the ascendancy of the Navy 
over the Air Force and a die-hard attitude 
toward accepting unification. 

Neither the Navy nor the Air Force has shown 
any impressive tendency to submerge its own 
bureaucratic interests in the best interests of the 
national security since the unification act be- 
came effective. The Air Force, over the heads 
of its superiors, sold the 70-group program to 
Congress as an alternative to universal military 
training. Later it made end runs round the Sec- 
retary of Defense and the President, its com- 
mander in chief, to make special pleas to Con- 
gress for money. Now the Navy is comporting 
itself perhaps even more independently. 

The Cedric Worth incident was one of which 
all hands in the Navy should be heartily 
ashamed. Worth falsely and irresponsibly cast 
serious aspersions on the good names of Secre- 
tary of Defense Johnson, Air Secretary Syming- 
ton and the airplane maker Floyd Odlum, who 
produces the B-36. When he was doing this 
smear job he was a civilian aid to Under Secre- 
tary of the Navy Kimball and he said he re- 
ceived help on the smear from a manufacturer 
producing planes for the Navy, Glenn L. Martin. 

Again in the Crommelin incident the tactic is 
something less than open and aboveboard. Crom- 
melin made serious charges. He said the Navy’s 
morale was being ruined and its offensive power 
being destroyed. Now it turns out that he was 
fronting for Admirals Denfeld and Radford and 
Vice Admiral Bogan. His release of a letter on 
naval morale, bearing indorsements by the thrée 
men, brought his confinement to Washington. 

Certainly this is severe and unusual reprisal 
for the release of papers, which were not strictly 
confidential. General “Billy” Mitchell was not 
put under detention, though he was court mar- 
tialled for prodding the services over neglect 
of aviation. Maj. Gen. Alden H. Waitt was not 
arrested, though he was retired after disclosures 
in the recent five percenter investigation. 

Is it possible that Crommelin, any “nore than 
Worth, could have risked his career to defend 
the Navy without aid or encouragement? Crom- 
melin’s arrest does not answer that question. 

No one expects unification to produce mira- 
cles overnight. Improvements in the field al- 
ready stand to its credit. Vice Admiral Bogan 
says, however, that “it would be sheer balder- 
dash to assume that there has heen anything 
approaching (unification) among the secretariat, 
the joint staff, or the high command of the three 
services. ... Bickering is still the rule; unani- 
mity is nonexistent.” 

Some people in Washington are saying that it 
will take a new generation to put the old jeal- 
ousies and hatreds aside and work as a single 
team. It should:be the most urgent effort of the 
nation’s leaders in defense to prove that the 
process need not take so long. 
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A.M:A. Double-Talk 


The American Medical Association, it seems 
to us, uses inflammatory language when it pro- 
tests “the use of the police arm of the Govern- 
ment in a campaign to discredit American medi- 


cine and terrorize physicians into abandoning ' 


their opposition to compulsory health insur- 
ance.” And its directors’ are engaging in con- 
fusing double-talk when they follow up these 
words with the assertion that “no accusations 
are being made against the Department of Jus- 
tice.” If not, just what is being done? 

The Department of Justice seems to have 
been engaged for some time in a study of the 
records of the A.M.A. and some of its constit- 
vent societies. This is for the purpose of deter- 
mining whether or not anti-trust charges should 
be filed against any of these groups. The de- 
partment certainly has a right to investigate. 

So far, it has worked quietly. Attention has 
been called to the investigation not by the de- 
partment, but by the public relations firm em- 
ployed by the A.M.A. This firm has been mak- 
ing much of one incident. It asserts that a Chi- 
cago office was “broken into” and files ran- 
sacked by Government agents. We said at the 
time this charge was first made that it was a 
serious one. Even in the search for evidences of 
crime, the Government has a solemn duty to 
respect the rights of individuals and groups. But 
this matter was completely confused when one 
of the association’s own high-priced publicists 
resigned in protest against the way the incident 
was being exploited. 

The Government has no right io “terrorize” 
or “discredit” anybody. It would be highly im- 
proper if the Justice Department were to con- 
duct an investigation for propaganda purposes. 
It would be improper if a suit were filed without 
reasonabje cause. But with the exceptidn of the 
moot Chicago incident—which calls for fuller 
explanation—the Government does not seem to 


.have pilloried the A.M.A. So far as this in- 


vestigation is concerned, it is the A.M.A. which 
has done most of the talking—and done it first. 
Attorney General McGrath's statement is in re- 
ply to that of the A.M.A. 
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Leland Olds and St. Louis 


St. Louis home owners should be especially 
interested in President Truman’s fight to keep 
Leland Olds on the Federal Power Commission. 
They might be among the first to suffer if the 
Senate refuses to confirm his renomination. This 
is because so many of them are turning to nat- 
ural gas as the source of their heat. 

That natural gas comes from beyond the bor- 
ders of Missouri. State and local agencies, there- 
fore, cannot regulate its cost. That is up to the 
FPC, a sometimes divided body which Mr. Olds 
has tipped in favor of regulation to insure fair 
prices and fair profits. Today's Marquis Childs 
column and the article under the cartoon both 
point out that the utilities have not suffered 
under FPC regulation, and that consumers at 
the same time have saved millions of dollars. 

There is, however, a utilities cabal headed by 
Senator Kerr of Oklahoma which wants to make 
a killing. To that end, it is not only fighting 
against Olds, but also pressing for a law which 


, would exempt natural gas production from fed- 


eral regulation. If this crowd wins out, St. 
Louisans may get bigger gas bills instead of 
lower ones. The Laclede Gas Co. will be help- 
less. If the natural gas producers hike their 
rates, the local distributor will have to pass 
along the inctease, instead of giving consumers 
the benefit of a cheaper fuel. 

Mr. Truman knows what this fight is about. 


He is not deceived by the Senate Commerce 
Committee’s convenient discovery that Mr. Olds 
expressed some “radical” ideas a quarter of 
a century ago. His record on the FPC shows 
that he has been a supporter of private enter- 
prise, but enterprise kept within bounds by re- 
spect for the interests of the consumer. 

Mr. Truman knows that the consumers of the 
United States expect his administration to con- 
tinue this watchfulness. He knows that if the 
Democratic majority in the Senate fails te con- 
firm Leland Olds, its members will be held re- 
sponsible at the polls for higher utility bills. The 
President does not want the Democratic party 
to carry that responsibility. He is right. 
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The Irony of Political Success. 


To a considerable extent, President Truman 
holds the highest office in the land because of 
incidents in which the late Robert E. Hanne- 
gan played a leading | role. 

Mr. Truman first went to the Senate in 1934, 
when he was urged to make the race by Boss 
Pendergast, then at the height of his political 
power. His victory in the primary over John 
J. Cochran and Jacob L. Milligan was made pos- 
sible by the huge vote produced by Pendergast 
in Jackson County. In that county, Truman got 
137,529 votes to Cochran’s 1525. In the state 
as a whole, Truman’s margin was only 40,745. 

When he sought renomination in 1940, Mr. 
Truman was opposed by two very strong candi- 
dates—Lloyd Stark and Maurice Milligan. Stark, 
as Governor, had bitterly fought Pendergast and 
so had Milligan, who was United States Attorney 
at Kansas City. The Dickmann-Hannegan ma- 
chine had favored Stark, but made a last-minute 
election-eve switch to Truman. Truman won St. 
Louis by 8411 votes. His state-wide margin 
was only 7976. 

Why did Hannegan send out word to the 
ward bosses to drop Stark for Truman? The 
answer is not known. But the result is appar- 
ent. If Truman, whose. first term in the Senate 
went largely unremarked, had lost the nomina- 
tion, the chances are his name would have dis- 
appeared from national politics. It was his good 
work in his second term, as chairman of the 
Truman committee investigating war frauds, 
that brought him into prominence. 

At the 1944 convention in Chicago, Hanne- 
gan, as chairman of the Democratic National 
Committee, was President Roosevelt’s agent. The 
top party strategists had decided to drop Henry 
Wallace as Vice President. It was Hannegan’s 
job, first, to oppose Wallace’s renomination and, 
second, to arrange for a successor. Mr. Roose- 
velt wrote Hannegan a letter saying that either 
Truman or Justice Douglas would be accept- 
able to him; he is also supposed to have given 
Hannegan a verbal indorsement of Truman. 
Hannegan withheld the Roosevelt letter as long 
as he could; by the time he released it, the 
boom for Truman was too big to be stopped, 
and the boom for Douglas died a-borning. 

Last November, the President, by his stunning 
popular victory, established beyond question that 
he was the majority’s choice. But if it hadn't 
been for two political coups by Robert E. Han- 
negan, he might today be unknown to fame. 
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Mr. Darst’s Earnings Tax 

St. Louisans continue to pay a lion’s share 
into the Missouri state treasury and to receive 
a mouse’s share of the state’s aid, Like other 
recent Mayors, Joseph M. Darst hopes for a 
fairer deal, but he entertains no illusion that 
it can be quickly gained in a Legislature where 
urban communities are partly disfranchised. 


‘The city meanwhile struggles with a deficit, so 


the Mayor is asking the Legislature to continue 
its legal backing for the St. Louis éarnings tax. 

As a candidate for Mayor, Mr. Darst had at- 
tacked this tax. Smoothing over this inconsist- 
ency, he has decided to ask permission from the 
Legislature to exempt low-income citizens and to 
reduce the rate for all citizens. He says that he 
believes in taxation according to ability to pay. 
He will not be really committed to this prin- 
ciple, however, until he espouses a tax with 
rates that ascend with income. Furthermore, 
since the city needs the total current proceeds 
of the earnings tax, he admits that he cannot 
yet see the way clear for reductions and 
exemptions. 

Mr. Darst does suggest in a guarded way 
that this tax can eventually be abolished. Maybe 
so, but it cannot be abolished at any definitely 
foreseeable date, and it is a good argument 
anyhow whether a proper income tax should not 
be deliberately included in the city’s perma- 
nent revenue system. Both these circumstances 
call for eliminating all the inequities from the 
earnings tax, and doing it now.

In recollection, however, we can see the ex- 
pectant crowds coming in from the ‘countryside 
for the county fair that began to set the pat- 
tern.

Wives 
and children sat on the straw-covered wagon 
beds, big-eyed and still.© These conveyances be- 
gan crawling into the county seat at sunup, and 
all day the roads were dimmed with the slow, 
persistent dust of their progress.

This analysis of the issues in the Olds 
fight was written before the Senate Com- 
merce Committee voted against confirming 
Mr, Olds to a third five-year term on the 
Federal Power Commission. 


The Senate fight on Leland Olds, nomi- 
nated for another term on the Federal 
Power Commission where he has served 10 
years, has reached the mud-slinging stage. 
The subcommittee of the Senate Interstate 
Commerce Committee has been so hostile 
to Olds that it resembles the House Un- 
American Activities Committee under J. 
Parnell Thomas. 


Olds has been a controversial figure in 
Washington ever since he was first ap- 
pointed to the FPC in 1939 by President 
Roosevelt. Because of his vigorous and 
successful c am - 
paign to make the 
Federal Power Act 
and the Natural 
Gas Act work for 
the benefit of the 
public, Olds has 
been the subject of 
bitter attack by the 
oil and gas inter- 
ests and their con- 
gressional spokes- 
men. 

It is estimated Leland Olds 
that during his tenure the FPC has saved 
the consumers hundreds of millions of 
dollars, while allowing investors to con- 
tinue to prosper. Olds’ influence on 
the commission has been felt in the Su- 
preme Court precedents fixing actual net 
investment (and not theoretical replace- 
ment cost) as the base for determining elec- 
tric rates, and in the co-operative working 
arrangements under the law to enable state 
and city utility commissions to borrow 
competent federal experts to help handle 
utility requests for rate increases. 


Olds’ vigorous action to enforce utility 


’ 


regulation and, more recently, his open 
opposition to the Kerr bill, which would 
exempt producers of natural gas from 
federal rate regulation, have made him the 
target of the big utility companies. 


The subcommittee considering Olds’ ap- 
pointment is heavily weighted against him; 
not one of the five members who had op- 
posed the Kerr bill were placed on it. In- 
stead, Chairman Ed Johnson (Dem.), Colo- 
rado, appointed himself and the six other 
Senators who had voted for the Kerr bill 
to cross-examine Olds, a meaningless pro- 
cedure since his qualifications have been 
a matter of record for two previous terms. 


Senator Clyde Reed (Rep.), Kansas, 
charged that Olds “is a full-fledged, first- 
class Communist.” The basis for his state- 
ment was a series of articles Olds admitted 
writing, 20 years ago, for the Federated 
Press, a labor news service. Olds’ FPC 
record was of so little interest to commit- 
tee members that they scarcely listened to 
his prepared testimony. 


It has become obvious that Olds’ offense 
is his unbroken record of zeal in the pro- 
tection of oil and gas consumers. Behind 
the attempt to block his confirmation is 
Senator Robert S. Kerr (Dem.), Oklahoma, 
whose bill amending the Natural Gas Act 
would nullify a 1947 Supreme Court ruling 
that the FPC has both the right and the 
obligation to regulate the production and 
distribution of natural gas. 


A similar bill, introduced by Oren Harris 
(Dem.), Arkangas, has already passed the 
House, and both bills are pending on the 
Senate calendar. One of the wealthiest 
men in the Senate, Kerr controls the Kerr- 
McGee Co., a large natural-gas producer, 
and has close connections with the Phillips 
Petroleum Co., one of the five largest pro- 
ducers. 


He has made no secret of his aim to un- 
seat Olds and amend the Natural Gas Act 


to the liking of the Big Five.

Blind Vision of Beauty 


IN BEAUTY LIKE THE NIGHT, by Lewis Arnold. 

(Bobbs-Merril!l, 288 pags., $3.00.) 

A person who has lost his sight should 
be the one to review this novel for only one 
who has had the experience himself could 
say how successful its author has been in 
his daring and imaginative attempt to enter 
into the cqnsciousness of a person who std- 
denly, as the result of an accident, loses 
his sight. It is possible that such a one 
might detect some weak spots in the per- 
formance, but so far ag this reviewer is 
concerned Mr. Arnold has achieved his ob- 
jective in a most successful way. 

Alan Folsworth, son of an English noble- 
man and noted judge, is badly smashed up 
in the crash of his plane on returning from 
a bombing mission. He finds himself in a 
hospital, a war hero, but blind. The fact 
plunges him starkly into a new world of 
thought and feeling. The problem of ad- 
justing himself to it is great, but greater 
still is his change of outlook. 

To his dismay he-finds himself no longer 
in love with the girl to whom he is en- 
gaged. Formerly her beauty had meant 

everything to him— 

it had formed a prin- 
cipal component of 
his love. But with 
the loss of his sight 
he finds that her 
physical attractive- 
ness means less than 
nothing to him. At 
the same time, while 
recuperating in the 
country, he meets 
another girl, Rita 
. Harland, with whom 
he falls desperately 
in love. 
| Arnold poses the 
Lewis Arnold question whether 
there are not actually two kinds of beauty 
~-the beauty that is visible and must be 
seen to be appreciated, and a beauty “that 
has escaped from its prison of line, form 
and color” and belongs to a quite different 
dimension, ethereal rather than physical. 

Rita appears to Alan as the very quintes- 
sence of this other kind of beauty, ex- 
pressed to him in her voice and through 
her music. But the fact that his loss of 
sight may be only temporary—for there is 


‘ a chance that the skill of a great eye 


surgeon may restore hig sight—naturally 
makes him pause. If his sight is restored 
can he trust this new feeling for beauty 
like Rita’s, who may, for all he knows, be 
quite homely in appearance? Also, he has 
to resolve the problem of whether to resign 
himself to being blind and begin training 
for a life of darkness, or pin his hopes on 
the very slender chance offered by the 
operations. 

The situation is further complicated by 
Rita’s having a powerful reason of her 
own for withholding herself from him. Her 
own life has been blighted by an accident 
of birth and because of it she has with-. 
drawn from society to give herself to her © 
music. Her desperate clinging to anony- 
mity would be completely destroyed if she 
gave herself in marriage to the socially 
prominent son and heir of Lord Edgehill. 

The removal of these psychological ob- 
stacles, to successful romance provide the 
author with plenty of opportunity to show 
his skill And expert craftsmanship in a nar- 
rative of steadily mounting intensity and 
dramatic power. This is a distinguished 
first novel. The love story is told with 
tenderness and much charm and feeling.

Quite apart from the words 
spoken by Olds, by his accusers 
and his defenders were the loom- 
ing economic realities.

They were aiming at 
passage of the bill that takes the 
production of natural gas out 
from under federal regulation, a 
bill Olds has consistently opposed.

That explains why officials from 
several large cities came to testify 
for Olds.

If the group that 
blocked Olds can put across the 
next step and pass Senator Kerr’s 
bill to take gas production out 
from under regulation, then the 
householder will very quickly dis- 
cover that something has hap- 
pened to his gas bill. 


The Coal Lobby, Too. 


Still another powerful economic 
force was at work.

It is ridiculous to describe Mr. 
Dulles as a fascist reactionary and 
warmonger, who would grind the 
faces of the poor and throw us 
into war with Russia; it is equally 
ridiculous to describe Mr, Lehman 
as an incipient fellow traveler, 
who would expropriate the rich 
and bring the Cominform to the 
United States. 


What the Choice Is. 


By their connections, their con- 
victiong and their instincts, both 
men belong to what Arthur 
Schlesinger Jr. has called “the 
Vital Center.” If Mr. Lehman 
goes to the Senate, we shall find 
his influence exerted in adjusting 
the big promises of the Fair Deal 
to the realities of the budget, the 
national economy and of effective 
administration. And if Mr, Dulles 
goes to the Senate, his influence 
will be .xerted toward moderniz- 
ing the position of his own party, 
and in shaping new projects s0 
that they may command general 
support, and be more than meas- 
ures imposed by a party majority 
and the pressure of biics and of 


groups. 
Captain vs. Admiral. 


The choice between them, 4s I 
gee it, turns on the fact that to 
elect Mr. Lehman is to have an- 
other Democratic Senator, & very 

one to be sure, but not one 
who brings to the Senate qualities, 
experience or convictions which 
are not already there in consider- 
able abundance. 

To elect Mr. Dulles, on the other 
hand, is to do more than produce 
another Republican Senator. It is 
to bring into the Senate experience 
which almost no other Senator of 
either party possesses, and abill- 
ties in the field of the highest na- 
tional interest which very few 
men in either party, or in the Con- 
gress, or in the Administration, 
can equal, which none, now active 
in public life, surpasses. 

Mr. Lehman's election would be 
like appointing a very able and 
experienced captain to command 
an important ship; Mr. Dulles’s 
election would be like finding an 
admiral for the staff which plans 
the operations of the navy. 

I do not mean to disparage Mr. 
Lehman’s qualities when I say 
that be could not hope to play the 
kind part which Mr. Dulles has 


played, first as an adviser and 
them as a Senator, in shaping na- 
tional policy and the legislation 
to support it. Mr. Lehman would, 
I have no doubt, play an effective 
part in domestic matters for which 
his long public experience has fit- 
ted him.

But I imagine that he would 
not himself make any claim to 
special knowledge or long-consid- 
ered views in the big field where 
Mr. Dulles has for many years 
played such a leading part. Thus 
Mr. Lehman would add weight to 
the Democratic party. But Mr. 
Dulles would add weight to the 
United States Government. If he 
were to leave the Senate, there 
would be a vacancy that for some 
considerable time to come at least 
no one else is likely to fill. 

It is often said that Mr. Dulles 
is one of the principal makers and 


eign policy. Though this is true 
enough, there is some misunder- 
standing about it insofar as it is 
supposed to mean that the Re- 
publican minority is persuaded to 
support what the Democratic Ad- 
ministration proposes. Conceived 
that way, a bi-partisan foreign 
policy could easily degenerate into 
a policy that has never really 
been debated and for which the 
administration in power is not 
really held accountable.

I have had a reasonably good

the part that Mr. Dulles has 
played in it.

Propose. It has 
been, rather, to 
devise ways of 
doing more ac- 
ceptably things 
that in principle 
everyone wants 
to do, and thus to lift policies— 
such as the military assistance 
program—to a level where the 
agreement is not between the 
party leaders but is general and 
national and American. 


Mr. Dulles would not add one 
more vote to thé support of the 
Administration program, which is 
what Mr. Lehman would in fact 
do. He would bring a powerful 
and original mind and influence 
to bear upon the formulation of 
the program itself. That is a very 
special contribution which, I be- 
lieve, no one else can make in the 
same degree and with the same 
certainty. 


Now that Senator Vandenberg is 
insisting—though he will have to 
fight the country before he suc- 
ceeds—that he will retire at the 
end of his present term, it would 
be an extremely serious loss to the 
nation andgto the cause of peace 
in the world if Senator Dulles 
were lost to the Senate.

Kaufman - Ferber , Comedy- 
Drama of 1932 Well Done 
by Community Playhouse.

The St. Louis Community Play- 
house got off to an excellent start 
last night on its twenty-third sea- 
son with a thoroughly proficient 
performance of the George 
Kaufman-Edna Ferber comedy- 
dama of 1932, “Dinner at Eight.” 

The production, with 11 scenes 
and a cast of 23, is an ambitious 
one for a small organization, and 
the flourish with which it came 
off is a bright feather in the cap 
of Director Bradford Whitney and 
the entire organization. The 


casting bugaboo seems to have 
been overcome. There was none 
of those weak renderings of minor 
roles which so often cause ama- 
teur productions to be spotty. The 
author's ironic commentaries on 
the background of business chi- 
canery, amorous intrigue, bitter- 
ness and tragedy underlying the 
brittle small talk and _  Obright, 
stereotyped manners of a New 
York society dinner are given full 
value. The numerous characters, 
as penetratingly analyzed hy the 
authors, are fully developed to life 
size. The pace never lets down, 
the dialogue is pungent and fre- 
quently witty, and it winds up as 
a thoroughly entertaining piece. 

In choosing an older hit, the 
Playhouse people avoided a direct 
comparison with Broadway and 
movie versions which was an un- 
avoidable influence in watching 
such current plays as “Command 
Decision” last year. The memory 
of the sumptuous, star-studded 
movie version of 16 years ago of 
“Dinner at Eight” is pretty faded 
by now, although, as one watches 
the play unfold again, bits of 
scenes as done by John Barry- 
more, Billie Burke, Wally Beery, 
Jean Harlow and the rest come 
back. The Playhouse actors stand 
sturdily on their own feet for the 
most part, although the style of 
Lotus Dysart in the role of the 
hostess, Millicent Jordan, is rem- 
iniscent of Billie Burke. Along 
with Miss Dysart, those most ef- 
fective in the cast were Sam Saeks 
as her deadly ill husband, Mar- 
garet Speer as a plump toast of 
the Broadway of yesterday, 
Eugene Chosid as the rough-hewn 
and ruthless financier, Jeanne 
Hempel Saeks as his floozy wife, 
John Hasler as the has-been mat- 
inee idol, and Carole Rowe as the 
Jordan’s daughter who has been 
conducting an affair with him. 

Scenically, the production man- 
ages well enough, although the il- 
lusion sometimes is tried by: inap- 
propriate furniture. 

Last night’s performance was a 
private one for The Players.

tion and friendship of our employees. 


United States Steel favors proper programs of insur- 
ance, welfare, and pensions for its employees. We have 
had insurance and pension plans in effect for many 
years. We are ready and willing to try to work out with 
the Union through collective bargaining any changes 
in our existing programs for insurance and pensions 


which are now necessary or desirable. 


Last week we made an offer to the Union to pay 
as our share of the cost of programs of insurance and 
pensions to be negotiated with the Union up to an 
average of 4 cents an hour for insurance and 6 cents 
an hour for pensions. That was a very substantial 
offer on our-part. It would provide at our expense 
insurance and welfare benefits which our employees 
do not presently enjoy. The adoption of such pro- 
grams would add more than $50,000,000 annually to 


our costs of operation. 


The Union flatly rejected this liberal proposal and 
called a strike against us. Why? Simply because 
United States Steel is not willing to agree in advance

Because of the Union’s adamant stand that we must 
pay the entire cost of insurance and pensions for em- 
ployees, the Union has deprived our employees of an 
opportunity immediately to obtain, without additional 


cost to them, insurance protection far superior to that 


‘which the employees now possess. 


United States Steel proposed to pay as its share 
of the cost of an insurance program about $5.70 a 
month for each participating employee. A single em- 
ployee would pay as his share about $2 a month and 
an employee with dependents about $3 a month. Our 


employees on the average are now paying under ex-

isting welfare. arrangements more than these 
amounts each month for lesser benefits. The pay- 
ments by our employees under the proposed insur- 
ance program would not reduce their present take- 


home pay. 


A proper and financially sound pension plan calls 
for most careful consideration. United States Steel 
has offered to join with the Union in making a joint 
study on pensions, and, upon the completion of 
this study, to negotiate with the Union for a pension 
plan to be included in a new labor contract, effec- 
tive on May 1, 1950. As an indication of its good 
faith, United States Steel has offered to pay up to 6 
cents an hour as its share of the cost of a mutually 
satisfactory contributory pension plan. Here again, 


the Union flatly rejected our proposal. 
The only issue in the present steel strike is this: 


Shall United States Steel be forced now to agree 
that it must pay the entire cost of insurance, welfare 
benefits and pensions for its employees? An assump- 
tion by the employer of complete financial responsi- 
bility would amount to the adoption of a major and 
highly costly principle, probably for all time. More- 
over, such action by a large steel company would prob- 
ably set a pattern for all American business. There is 
grave doubt as to the financial ability of American 
industry alone to pay the cost of adequate insurance 
and pension programs for employees. Furthermore, 
is it not in the best interests of the employee that he 
participate in the creation of a savings account for 


his future welfare? 


Social security in which both employer and em- 
ployee share the cost has been the established order 
in this country for many years, as evidenced by the 
Federal Social Security Act. 


Why should our employees and the whole nation 
suffer the disastrous consequences of a steel strike, 


from which the employees have so little to gain?

Rickey had departed then for 
Brooklyn, Bilfy Southworth was 
managing the Cardinals, with a 
pennant and world series vic- 
tory in 1942 behind him, and 
Dyer was merely supervisor of 
the farm system. 

Roe always was slow to round 
into form in the spring and the 
Cardinals had plenty of talent, 
such as it was, for the war years. 
But Dyer mentioned Roe to 
Southworth. 

“Billy, don’t overlook this 
Roe,” Dyer said. “He’s a slow 
starter, I'll grant you. But when 
we had to win a game at Colum- 
bus he was there. He’s a great 
competitor. He’ll win those 
games for you in the fall, when 
you need them and when the 
chips are down.” 

Southworth smiled affably and 
told Dyer, “But Eddie, I'd like 
to have pitchers who can win in 
the spring, in the summer and 


also in the fall.”

It must have been a bad in- 
jury, and the handling of Roe 
at Pittsburgh must have been 
bad, for in 1947 Preach won only 
four games and lost 15. The 
Pirates figured they had bought 
a bad pitcher.

The New Films

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Superman Overshadowed 

ERHAPS Merian Cooper's “MIGHTY JOE YOUNG,” at 

the MISSOURI THEATER is more subtle than it seems at 

first sight. Could be a satire on the Superman idea, a 
chuckle over the simple heroics of action films, or a plot to 

finally put an end to the Tarzan movies by 
making them seem pallid in comparison. But 
probably it’s just what it appears to be, an 
exercise in fervid imagination, dilly ingenuity 
and technical proficiency to present an ¢nter- 

tainment about a heroic giant gorilla. 
“Joe Young” manages to be that—first-rate 
entertainment—in spite of acting, dialogue 
gnd crude scenic backgrounds in its African sequences that 
would otherwise place it in the B class. Producer Cooper and 
Director Ernest B. Schoedsack, collaborated on “King Kong,” 
the present gorilla’s predecessor in fantasy films, as well as 
on such serious projects as the documentaries “Chang,” and 
“Grass,” and the adventure melodrama, “Four Feathers.” Their 
mpproach here is slapdash almost to the Abbott and Costello 
level, but one can’t help be bemused by their wealth of ideas. 

Joe Young is a monster gorilla, who seems to be about 16 
feet in height in the earlier sequences, but at the end, whether 
purposely or not, has shrunk to a mere eight or nine feet. His 
construction and animation is a technical secret. One would 
guess a combination of miniature puppet and a man in an ape 
suit brought to scale by double process photography. 

American cowboys in Africa try to lasso this monster 
while he tosses them and their horses abovt like toys. The 
ferocious beast subsides into a meek pet at a word from his 
girl owner. Joe and his mistress become a star act in a Holly- 
wood night club where lions caged behind heavy glass run 
behind the bar. In the act Joe lifts with one arm a platform 
on which his mistress plays at a grand piano, and then humili- 
ates 10 wrestlers and strong men, headed by Primo Carnera, 
in a tug of war Joe, plied with whisky and tormented by 
drunks, runs amok and wreck the joint in a scene that puts 
the stock Western saloon brawl to shame. Then we have the 
chase sequence, with Joe being pursued by police intent on 
shooting him; and his redemption by rescuing tiny tots from 
a flaming orphanage, no less. 

For ali his synthetic quality, Joe becomes a convincing 
character, in the way that Charley McCarthy does, Anyway, 
more convincing than the human actors who include Terry 
Moore, Robert Armstrong, Frank McHugh, and Ben Johnson, 
a rodeo star and movie stunt rider turned hero. 

There also is screen vaudeville, “MAKE MINE LAUGHS,” 
including scenes from some old RKO films and featuring such 
stars as Roy Bolgen Leon Errol, Jack Haley, Joan Davis, 
Dennis Day and Frankie Carle. 


Brightest Africa 


In “Mighty Joe Young,” the lassoing of lions and the 
gorilla is just a gag. But in “SAVAGE: SPLENDOR,” the 
African exploration documentary at the SHUBERT, wild ani- 
mals actually are lassoed. It’s done from a truck pursuing 

them across the veld, and they don’t bag 
a lion, but they do get a giraffe, an ostrich, 
a zebra, and a tough rhinoceros, 

The film, the first Technicolor documentary 
on the African wild country that we've seen, 
is a splendid combination of vivid and beau- 
tiful photography, zoology, anthropology and 

, pure adventure, It was filmed by Armand 
Denis (who made “Dark Rapture” 11 years ago) and Lewis 
Cotlow, a daring cameraman, who repeatedly is shown creeping 
up to within a few yards of dangerous beasts for closeups. 
They show, besides the exciting animal hunt sequences, the 
primitive pygmies, the colorful coronation of the fat king of 
the Bahuba tribe, who sits on a human throne, the Fulani 
mounted Negro tribesmen, who are plumed, costumed, armored 
and armed like Crusaders, the tall, handsome Watusi dancers 
and muscular black canoe-men braving the furious Congo 
rapids to empty their fish-traps.

A Powerful Washington Figure 


As Editor of 'The Green Book,’ Mrs. Shaw Gets Bouquets and Brickbats

WASHINGTON, Oct. 9. 


HIS is Hell Week for Mrs. 

Carolyn Hagner Shaw, editor 

of the Social List of Washing- 
ton. 

Mrs. Shaw has five telephones 
in her establishment, and all of 
them have been ringing endlessly, 
with frustrated social climbers on 
the other end. The 1950 edition of 
the list is now off the press, and 
the climbers all want.to know 
why they haven’t been included. 

The Green Book, as this social 
bible of Washington is known be- 
cause of its green suede cover, 
actually was expanded this year 
to include 1000 new names as 
against 600 names dropped—all 
the latter having died or moved 
out of town, not been socially dis- 
graced. If she hadn't ordered 
thinner paper for the book, Mrs. 
Shaw says, it would have been 
more like the telephone book than 
an exclusive social directory. Still, 
1000 isn’t sufficient to include all 
the social climbers in the world, 
all of whom appear to have con- 
centrated in the capital, and all of 
them demanding to know why 
they aren’t as good as so-and-so. 

Almost every technique has 
been tried. Some ambitious gen- 
tlemen have sent Mrs. Shaw doz- 
ens of roses, cases of whiskey and 
magnums of champagne. She has, 
inwariably, returned these bribes 
with cool notes explaining that 
the names are picked by a secret 
board of directors, anyway. One 
extra man (an Available Jones, or 
bachelor) who has knocked him- 
self out for years trying to make 
the book, did make it this time 
by the simple, if extreme, expedi- 
ent of marrying royalty. 


Despite its restrictions, the 
Green Book is still the most dem- 
ocratic of all such lists—Maj. Gen. 
Harry Vaughan is still in it—and 
has nothing in common with the 
Social Register, which frets over 
such qualifications as- ancestry 
and blue blood. The Green Book, 
as one woman delicately put it, 
honors the rank where the indi- 
vidual might not be honored.

CHAPTER TWELVE. 

ECAUSE man is free, he can 
B ss as animals cannot. The 

sinner may need self-analysis; 
but he surely needs help from be- 
yond himself to make him well. 
A profound difference between 
examination of the unconscious 
and examination of conscience is 
that tife first remains subjective 
and may lock the patient inside 
his own tight ego, like a squirrel 
in a cage. As one psychologist 
has said, “You. cannot see what 
you are looking for because you 
are standing in your own light”— 
you are looking for yourself, 
searching for the very thing that 
also seeks. Such a process is 
very much like trying to watch 
oneself go to sleep. But in the 
examination of conscience one 
gets outside self as quickly as 
possible by letting the light of 
God shine in, It is Christ Who 
looks into the soul and Who peers 
into the conscience. That is why 
Sacred Scripture is full of the 
idea, “Search my soul, O God.” 
And when the Divine Light looks 
into the mind, it takes the mind 
off itself, avoiding the many 
miseries that spring from too 
much introspection. 

Some mental disorders, however, 
refuse to be ignored, even after 
guilt as a cause and examination 
of conscience as a cure have been 
applied. There remain many men- 
tal ills which have a purely psy- 
chological and: neurological, even 
a physiological, basis; these only a 
good psychiatrist can cure. But 
it is important, to effect a cure, 
to make sure he is a good psy- 
chiatrist; a system of psycho- 
analysis which starts with the 
denial of the will, of human re- 
sponsibility and of guilt renders 
its followers incapable of under- 
standing the human nature upon 
which they operate and increases, 
in many instance’, the very dis- 
ease it attempts to cure. Sick 
souls who, up to this time, have 
denied the possibility of sin and 
guilt ought to re-examine their 
consciences rather than their un- 
conscious and consider the possi- 
bility that maybe some of their 
mental troubles are due to an 
unrecognized sense of human 
guilt. There are many souls 
stretched out on psychoanalytic 
couches today who would be far 
better off if they brought their 
consciences to a confessional box. 
There are thousands of patients 
on their backs who would be 
made better today if they were 
on their knees instead. The very 
passivity symbolized by being 
stretched out on a couch is sym- 
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bolic of the patient's irresponsi- 
bility, which the whole theory of 
Freud assumes. It is in striking 
contrast to the humility of a man 
who, kneeling says, not “Oh, what 
a fool I have been.” but “God, be 
merciful to me, a sinner.” 

Those souls who deny the pos- 
sibility of their own guilt do so, 
usually, because they are either 
too self-complacent or too snob- 
bish to face the facts., They are 
“escapists” seeking to sweep their 
moral dirt under Freudian rugs. 
Instead of admitting their sins as 
their own, they project them onto 
others. Many of the troubles of 
today come about because every- 
body is looking for someone whom 
he can blame for his wrongdoing. 
Some of the favorite scapegoats 
are a mother who has loved the 
sinner too much or a father who 
did not love enough. For the 
Nazis, the scapegoat was the 
Jews; for the Communists, it is 
the Christians; for the Freudians, 
it is sometimes called a repression 
due to “totems and taboos.” 

All scapegoats are the result of 
efforts to eliminate all concern 
about the higher self, and thus 
they atrophy the moral sense. 
They also put to sleep the critical 
judgment, which should see the 
illogic of this theory. For if the 
unconscious is the cause of ab- 
normal] mental states and ensuing 
disorders, we must ask: t 
makes the unconscious produce 
these psychoses and these disor- 
ders? And if repression is the 
cause, then why does conscious- 
ness want to repress that which 
is wrong? The amoralist psycho- 
analyst, refusing’ to admit “right” 
or “wrong” has difficulty in an- 
swering. The explanation, of 
course, is to be found in the nat- 
ural moral order, in the existence 
of an ethos to which every man 
is subject and against which man 
sometimes rebels, Such a moral 
order is universal and has been 
universally recognized, 
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HE Freudian attempt to.brush 

away our moral consciousfess as 

a disguised version of something 
else has been generally repudiated 
in Europe; more recently, even 
in America it is losing its hold. 
Comedians are making it the butt 
of their jokes. Cartoon books de- 
riding it have appeared. When 
one thinks about the subject calm- 
ly, it becomes clear that few more 
ridiculous theories have been in- 
vented than this, which derived a 
person’s feeling of guilt from the 
inhibition of a potential desire to 
kill his father and marry his 
mother (Oedipus complex) or to 
kill her mother and marry her 


father (Electra complex). Such a 
theory assumes no objective 
wrongness about either wish but 
makes only the bald and unproved 
statement that I am made to feel 
guilty because of my repressed 
desire for father slaying or mother 
slaying. . 

The voice of conscience can be 
atilled in four ways: by killing it, 
by denying it, by drowning it, and 
by fleeing from it. Nietzsche is 
the inspiration of those who kill 
conscience. This philosopher frank- 
ly advocated sin, to the point 
where conscience is completely 
lost and where there is no longer 
a distinction drawn between good 
and evil. 
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NOTHER way to escape from 
A conscience is by denying it. This 

escape generally takes the form 
of a rationalization by which there 
is an adjustment of our conscience 
to the way we live. By denying 
any ultimate standard outside of 
self, one can escape all self-blame 
and go through life on a perpetual 
mission of face saving. Marxism 
is one form of the denial of con- 
science—because it blames our 
sense of inner tension on economic 
conditions. Other ideologies trace 
the existence of the conscience to 
the influence of the herd. Such 
philosophies all assume that man 
is other-determined, rather than 
self-determined. They deny that 
man is free and yet usually claim 
for every man a right freely to 
choose his own opinions. 

The third escape is by drowning 
conscience. 

When one realizes that there are 
6,000,000 doses of sleeping tablets 
sold per day in the ited States 
and that the per capita consump- 
tion of alcohol was recently esti- 
mated at more than per man, 
woman, and child; when one 
counts the 700,000 confirmed alco- 
holics and the 3,000,000 borderline 
cases, there is indeed a strong in- 
dication that there are many in 
our population who are engaged 
in trying to drown all sense of 
their own responsibility and free- 
dom and the burden of choice. 

Not to be ignored is the fourth 
method of escape—the flight from 
conscience. This motivation is 
also apparent among the drug ad- 
dicts and the alcoholics: they 
have lost the capacity to put up 
with any unpleasantness whatso- 
ever. 

It should be pointed out that all 
four forms of repression of human 
guilt have their effects upon the 
unconscious and upon the human 
body. Any denial of conscience 
as the voice of God may be mo- 
mentarily effective, but a day will

Freddy M., aged 9, is a rough and tumble 
youngster. “Dr. Crane, he is quite headstrong and dis- 
interested in cleanliness,” his father explained. “His 

mother always has to inspect his neck and ears. Moreover, 

° he forgets to brush his teeth, and 
wouldn’t take a bath from one sum- 
mer to the next if she didn’t insist 
upon it. But she used some clever 
psychology recently which I think 
you'd enjoy hearing about. He 
never would keep his shirt tail 
in. On the street, as well as in 
the house, he’d walk around with 
it hanging outside his belt. So his 
mother finally sewed lace and em- 
broidery on the shirt tail. You can 
bet your boots he is very careful 
to keep it tucked within his trous- 

Pretty clever, eh, Dr. Crane?” 
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YES, INDEED! AND HER aftion shows that with mental 
effort and planning, we can often accomplish far more than 
with brute force or whipping. But as a rule we psychologists 
don’t recommend such drastic measures with 9-year-olds, lest 
they develop a social inferiority complex. It is usually better 
to coax or entice people into good behavior than to physically 
compel them to act as we wish. You well remember the story 
of the sun and wind in their argument as to which could com- 
pel the traveler to remove his coat. First, the wind blew 
fiercely until the man could hardly walk, but the stronger it 
whistled around him, the more tightly he clasped his coat 
about himself. But the gentle rays of the warm sun soon 
made him unbutton the coat and finally remove it altogether. 
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FREDDY’S MOTHER COULD have nagged at him for 
several years more with little effect. By the time he grew 
girl-conscious in high school, she might have found him dress- 
ing more properly, but during the intervening years she would 
have encountered the same carelessness. She short-circuited 
about 7 years of his social experience, therefore, by her strat- 
egy. Instead of punishing him to keep his shirt tail in, she 
changed the entire psychological set-up. Her use of lace and 
embroidery made him “want” to keep his shirt tail out of 
sight, for it otherwise would label him as a sissy. Boys look 
with particular disdain upon anything effeminate, and the 
fear of social ostracism on such a basis is a powerful instru- 
ment of youthful mob psychology. 

Whenever parents can utilize existing habits and social 
attitudes in the interest of better deportment, they should do 
eo. This is like going “with” the grain in splitting kindling- 
wood.

Answer: Don’t invite them back again. In fact, if neces-

CHAMPION OF THE HOME SEAMSTRESS 


Paula Stout Creates Handsome Fabrics, Teaches Women How to Create Handsome Wardrobes 


PAULA STOUT ... SHE DESIGNS AND MANUFACTURES HER OWN 
TEXTILES,

HE woman who makes her 
T own clothes has a real cham- 

Pion at last. Not only does 
this champion make it possible for 
her to have the same quality 
woolens which the couturiers put 
into their expensive creations but 
she plans their wardrobes and 
their color alliances. 

Paula Stout, a sparkling little 
Polish woman who is in St. Louis 
this week as a special guest of 
the Fashion Group, has plenty of 
achievements to her credit but the 
one which seems to please her 
most is her success in building ex- 
pensive wardrobes for women with 
limited incomes. A distinguished 
textile designer and manufacturer, 
she manages her own mill in Phil- 
adelphia and her family in Con- 
necticut, gives her employes a 
share in her profits, works out 
patterns for the home secam- 
stresses to use in making up her 
fabrics, and still finds time for 
personal consultation with the 
women who buy her textiles over 
the retail counter. 

Although Mrs. Stout came to 
St. Louis to speak. before a lunch- 
eon of the Fashion Group and 
their guests at the Columbian 
Club yesterday she spent much 
time also at Winston’s, Inc., retail 
fabric store on Maryland avenue 
where her materials are sold and 
where classes in dressmaking oc- 
cupy the attention of many wom- 
en eager to be the wearers of the 
Paula Stout labels. She likes to 
talk to these dressmaking stu- 
dents and advise them about little 
points in the planning of colors 
and wardrobes, to encourage them 
if money is limited to buy only 
one length of good fabric and 
wait for more money to buy 
others, and to see that they wear 
the most becoming colors. 

Mrs. Stout admits that it is a 
thrilling experience to see her 


fabrics made into beautiful clothes 
by such leading designers as 
Irene, Pauline Trigere and Vin- 
cent Monte-Sano but she is even 
more pleased when she sees a 
handsome suit or dress that a 
woman has made for herself. It 
was her insistence upon producing 
quality woolen materials that 
could be available to piece goods 
buyers as well as designers which 
started her on her career. She 
believes that every woman who 
is willing to learn to make her 
own clothes should have the fin- 
est cloth with which to work, 
that quality should never be sac- 
rificed for quantity and _ that 
every person who has a part in 
producing a beautiful costume de- 
serves a share of praise. 

Realizing that many Wwomen 
who sew do not have sufficient 
money to buy materials for a 
complete wardrobe at one time 
she has launched the idea of co- 
ordinated wardrobes with pieces 
added season after season. The 
basis of this is seasonless materi- 
als in related colors. Calling this 
plan “The Wardrote That Grows” 
Mrs. Stout suggests that a woman 
start with one flattering material 
and later choose additional ma- 
terials in blending shades that 
will look well with the initial in- 
vestment. 
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INCE she recognized the fact 
Ginat producing the fabrics 

would not be sufficient unless 
women were assisted in choosing 
the patterns by which to make 
the material into costumes, she 
worked in collaboration with the 
McCall Pattern Co. to provide pat- 
terns that most effectively utilize 
the fabrics. Three “starter” ward- 
robes have been planned and were 
demonstrated by samples shown at 
yesterday’s luncheon. The fabtics 
combine mineral colors such as 
mercury red, greenstone green, 
mica gray and peat brown with 
black.

Mrs. Stout was convinced that it 
would be possible to manufacture 
these textiles in this country with- 
out sacrificing her standard of 
perfection to mass production. 
She had won success in designing 
classical, power-loomed . woolens 
for an eastern company but find- 
ing it impossible to get the fibers 
and dyes she required during the 
war temporarily gave up her work. 

With the decision to try to start 
her own small company she ob- 
tained the support of the execu- 
tives of stores in 10 cities so that

Bridge

OUTH’S finesse in today’s 
deal was like so many other 
luxuries—expensive, 
South, dealer. 
North-South vulnerable. 
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The bidding: 


West led the king of clubs and 
continued the suit. South ruffed 
the third round, cashed the sin- 
gleton king of diamonds, then 
went to dummy with a trump and 
discarded two hearts on ace- 
queen of diamonds. His next 
move was to take the heart fi- 
nesse—and the hand “blew up in 
his face!” 

West captured the heart queen 
and returned a trump, to keep 
declarer from ruffing heart in 
dummy. (Another club lead, giv- 
ing East the chance to discard 
his other heart. would have been 
equally effective.) Obviously, 
South was now helpless. He had 
already lost three tricks, and 
nothing could save him from giv- 
ing up another heart trick to 
West. 


Declarer’s decision to take the 
heart finesse was illogical in this 
case. Only if the diamond suit 
broke badly would that finesse 
be necessary, and even then the 
finesse was scarcely assured of 
success. The right line of play, 
after ruffing the third club, was 
to cash the diamond king, then 
to lead the ace and another 
heart! No matter who took this 
trick, he could not do better than 
return a trump to reduce dummy’s 
ruffing power. South would then 
discard two hearts on dummy’s 
top diamonds, and ruff his only 
remaining heart quite safely with 
dummy’s high trump.
